Canada Customers. In ordering plants sent to Canada, please send 10 cents extra with each $1.00 worth ordered, as 
the postage rate on plants to Canada is double that in the United States. 


Our Terms are Cash with the Order. No order sent C. O. D. unless a remittance of one-fourth of the amount 
of the order be made to guarantee the acceptance,
